Referenced communication indicates that on 
May 1, 1973, HAKIM JAMAL, a noted Black author and 
community leader, who claimed to be a blood relation to 
MALCOLM X, was shot and killed at his Roxbury (Boston), 
Massachusetts, apartment by five members of De Mau Mau 
(DMM), The Boston Police Department raided the Headquarters 
of DMM located at 12 Goodale Road, Mattapan, Massachusetts, 
and seized numerous personal papers of PHILLIP A. KEY, 
the Senior Boston DMM, Four of the five individuals sought 
in JAMAL's murder are in custody, the fifth, PHILLIP KEY, 
is still at large. A Federal Warrant has been issued by’ 
United States Magistrate WILLIE J. DAVIS at Boston, 
Massachusetts, on May 9, 1973, for KEY's arrest, charging 
him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution (UFAP) for 
the crime of murder,

This investigation is based on information which 
indicates that Spencer Brown could be engaged in activities 
which involve a violation of Title 18, United States Code, 
Section 2383 (Rebellion or Insurrection), Section 2384 
‘(Seditious Conspiracy), or Section 2385 (Advocating Over- 
throw of the Government). 


On May 1, 1973, Hakim Jamal, a noted black 
author and community leader, was shot and killed in his 
Roxbury (Boston), Massachusetts, apartment by five members 
of the De Mau Mau (DMM) group. The Boston Police Depart- 
ment raided the headquarters of the DMM at 12 Goodale Road, 
Mattapan, Massachusetts, and seized numerous personal 
papers of Phillip A. Key, the senior Boston DMM. Four of 
five individuals involved in Jamal's murder are in custody, 
and the fifth, Phillip Key, is still at large. A federal 
warrant has been issued by United States Magistrate Willie 
J. Davis at Boston, Massachusetts, on May 9, 1973, for Key's 
arrest charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution 
for the crime of murder.

: A source, who is a member of the DMM, contact 
with whom has been insufficient to judge the reliability 
of his information, advised during May, 1973, that the 
DMM seeks the total liberation of all black people by 
whatever means necessary. DMM members must secure firearms 
and some members have stored gunpowder for the purpose of 
making bombs. DMM members are located in all major cities 
in the United States and there were at least five active 
DMM groups as of early 1973. 


A second source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, reported a DMM leader on May 10, 
1973, told DMM members America was a racist, fascist, and 
imperialistic country and America had "to go."' He also 
stated America "must be taken from within." 


On July 26, 1973, a third source ina position 
to know advised that a Brown family resides at 1225 West 
74th Place, Chicago, Illinois. 


' On September 14, 1973, Mr. Spencer Brown, 
1225 West 74th Place, Chicago, Illinois, was interviewed 
by representatives of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI). Mr. Brown was advised that the nature of this 
interview concerned his knowledge of an organization known 
as the De Mau Mau and a person known as Phillip Key. 
Mr. Brown advised that he would be more than willing to 
talk to the FBI regarding these matters in view that his 
knowledge was very limited. 


Brown stated that he was not and never has been 
a member of an organization known as the De Mau Mau. He 
stated that his knowledge of the DMM organization came only 
from what he heard on the television and read from the 
newspapers. 


Brown advised that he did not know a Phillip Key 
and could not explain how Key would have in his possession 
his name and address.
